Foreign, Japanese Scribes 
Clash Over ‘Club Monopoly’

Foreign correspondents were 
denied access yesterday to a 
scheduled press conference with 
Prime Minister Kishi because 
the Government is powerless to 
overcome the objections of a 
small group of Japanese report- 
ers to foreign newsmen. 


It was a case of the small au- 
tonomous press crops’ which 
normally covers the Prime Min- 
ister’s Office telling the Govern- 
ment what to do. 

Both the Japanese Foreign 
Office and the Prime Minister's 
Office said that if the Japanese 
reporters at the Premier’s office 
did not want foreign correspon- 
dents or their representatives, 
at the press conference, there 
was nothing the Government 
could do about it. 

The press conference is sched- 
ued shortly after Kishi returns

When the talks are viewed 
from a different angle, three 
major achievements were made 
by Kishi. First, he has won 
U.S. confidence for Japan by 
taking all opportunities to clari- 
fy the stand of Japan. He has 
reiterated that Japan will side 
with the Free World. Second- 
ly, his amicable disposition has 
enabled him to create personal 
friendship among American in- 
dividuals with whom he had 
come into contact, and thirdly, 
he has given an impression to 
the Americans that he was a 
competent statesman. 

Thus, even if he had not 
achieved further results, his 
visit should be considered a 
great success.

Kitazawa then said there 
was nothing he could do about 
it and suggested that the for- 
eign correspondents negotiate 
directly with the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office press corps. 

Japanese reporters, formed 
into miniature “press clubs” in 
each of the Japanese ministries, 
have a monopoly on coverage 
of their individual ministries. 

They have been particularly 
adamant in refusing foreign 
correspondents permission to 
cover press conferences in their 
ministries. 

On one occasion, one group 
refused American reporters per- 
mission to cover a press confer- 
ence given by Adm. Arthur Rad- 
ford, chairman of the U.S. Joint 
Chiefs_of and allowed U.S. 
corresponden to enter only 
upon the condition that they 
ask no questions. 

Only break in the discrimina- 
tion against foreign correspon- 
dents by the Japanese “press 
clubs” came when permission 
finally was obtained for foreign- 
ers to cover press conferences 
at the Foreign Office. 


HurricaneHitsGulf; 
Fishing Crew Lost 


NEW ORLEANS (Kyodo-UP) 
—A Coast Guard cutter early 
Thursday temporarily abandon- 
ed the search for nine missing 
crewmen of a fishing boat that 
crashed into an oil rig and sank 
in the hurricane-churned waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico 11 miles 
east of Galveston, Tex. 

There was little hope that 
any of the crewmen of the two- 
masted fishing vessel “Keturah,” 
including Capt. Sam Kinsley of 
Pensacola, Fla., could have stay- 
ed afloat in the thrashing seas. 

Hurricane Audrey, which has 
already laid claim to one life, 
promised to strike Louisiana 
and Texas with 100 miles an 
hour winds before noon CST (2 
a.m. JST Friday). 

The New Orleans weather bu- 
reau also reported that the hur- 
ricane picked up speed steadily 
late Wednesday and early Thurs- 
day with its latest forward pro- 
gress clocked at around 15 miles 
an hour.

Japan Team 
Set to Study 
1958 Eclipse 


The solar eclipse study and 
liaison committee of the Japan 
Council of Science decided in 
Tokyo Wednesday to send an 
observation team to Suwarov 
Island, east of the Samoa group 
in the South Pacific, to study 
a total eclipse of the sun to 
occur Oct. 12 next year. 


The committee has been 
making inquiries with the New 
Zealand Government regarding 
the island as well as seeking 
permission for the expedition. 

Recently it was informed by 
Wellington that the expedition 
would be permitted, but little 
was known about the small, 
uninhabited island. It reported- 
ly has no drinking water and 
is washed by heavy waves dur- 
ing the November to April hur- 
ricane season. 


The reply led to the decision 
to send the expedition and 
finish the observation work be- 
fore the hurricane period. 


The United States is expected 
to send a similar team to the 
Denger Islands northwest of 
Suwarov while Britain is to dis- 
patch a group to Ataf Island, 
further northwest.

Munakata is also reliably quot- 
ed as saying that his art is based 
on Zen Buddhism, that other ar- 
tists put too much of the self 
into their work, and that his 
own work must come from the 
heart rather than the mind or 
the fingertips. 


I am notoriously blind to Zen 
Buddhism in the visual arts, and 
I am rather less well disposed to- 
ward artists who philosophize 
than toward philosophers who 
dabble in art, so perhaps I am 
prejudiced, but much of Muna- 
kata’s greatness seems to me to 
lie in his determined indivi- 
dualism and in a certain sen- 
suousness quite remote from 
Zen Buddhism. 


Attitude to Art 


Furthermore, whether or not 
Munakata eschews Western tech- 
niques, his extremely personal 
and serious attitude (an unsym- 


pathetic critic could- well call it}. 


an “arty” attitude) toward his 
work sounds to me about as 
Western as it can be. Can any- 
one seriously imagine Utamaro 
or Hokusai or any of the other 
pre-modern print artists saying 
that their work “must come 
from the heart, rather than the 
mind or the fingertips’? 

No, this idea is simply not 
very Japanese in the traditional 
sense, and it is certainly not 


very consistent with that bit 


about not putting too much of 
one’s self into one’s work. On 


the other hand, I strongly sus- 


pect that Munakata’s individual- 
ism and his sensuality are what

must for anyone interested in 
ukiyo-e. 


Last Great Ones 

The art of Utamaro, though 
for years castigated as degener- 
ate and depraved, is widely re- 
pone ems A as the high point 

the development of the uki- 
yo-e. Whether it is that or not is 
largely a question of taste, but 
certainly Utamaro’s portraits 
of beautiful women are among 
the most excellent uxlyoe of 
their type. lf they were not the 
greatest portraits among the 
Tokugawa prints, they were at 
least the last great ones. The 
most beautiful of them are in- 
cluded in this exhibit. 

After Utamaro, the most out- 
standing ukiyo-e were the land- 
scapes of Hokusai and Hiro 
shigg. In the current display, 
Hokusai’s masterpiece, the 
“Thirty-six Views of Mt. Fuji,” 
is displayed in its entirety, 
along with several other shorter 
series. 

In effect, the Museum of Mod- 
ern Art has gathered together 
the representative works of two 
representative artists, one a por- 
traitist and the other a land- 
scape specialist, from the period 
when the ukiyo-e reached matur- 
ity both technically and artis- 
tically. There is nothing new 
here, but the display is well | 
worth seeing.

WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
President Walter O'Malley of 
the Brooklyn Dodgers told Con- 
gress Wednesday he will decide 
“at the end of this season” 
whether to move his ball club 
to Los Angeles. 


He said he would keep the 
team in Brooklyn if he could 
get enough land to build a 50,- 
000-seat ball park with adequate 
parking facilities. 


“But time is definitely run- 
ning out on that—definitely,” 
O’Malley said. 


He made the statement to a 
House Judiciary Subcommittee 
investigating antitrust features 
of professional baseball. 


Chairman Emanuel Celler 
asked if he has taken the posi- 
tion that New York City officials 
must persuade him to keep the 
Dodgers in Brooklyn, 


“Let’s put it this way—half 
the lies they tell about the Irish 
aren’t true,” O'Malley said. 

O’Malley insisted that he had 
never asked New York City, 
Los Angeles or anyone else to 
build him a ball park. 

He said he didn’t want “a 
subsidy” and has no intention 
of being “a tenant in a political 
ball park.” 

He said he is ready to pay the 
construction cost of any new 
stadium for the Dodgers. 


Authorization Flayed 
WASHINGTON  (Kyodo-UP)

York City Council charged 
Wednesday the National League 
acted “arrogantly and callous-

ly” when it authorized the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and New 
York Giants to move to the 
West Coast. 


Council president Abe Stark 
also said the proposed shifts 
amounted to a “shocking spec- 
tacle of organized, officially 
sanctioned piracy” by the ma- 
yors of Los Angeles and San 
Francisco. 


Stark told a House Judiciary 
Subcommittee which is hold- 
ing hearings on professional 
sports antitrust legislation that 
there is an “unholy alliance be- 
tween the baseball barons and 
the pay television forces” in- 
volved in the proposed shifts, 
which he said the subcommit- 
tee should investigate. 


He noted reports that the 
Dodgers were negotiating with 
a pay-as-you-see TV film, in con- 
nection with their proposed 
move to Los Angeles. 

“The prospect of easy money 
and windfall profits from toll 
TV seems to motivate the entire 
scheme to transfer the Dodgers 
and Giants to the Pacific Coast,” 
Stark said. 

Leslie O’Connor, president of 
the Pacific Coast League, said 
that baseball should be regulat- 
ed by antitrust laws like any 
other business. 

O’Connor’s statement clashed 
with pleas of Major League and 
some Minor League officials to 
continue baseball's exempt sta- 
tus, 

“T do not think any business 
in this country should be ex- 
empt from the antitrust laws,” 
he said.

2. Due to a deterioration on 
the market, makers are trying 
to have prices of raw 
materials, such as caustic soda, 
rayon pulp or scrap_ iron, 
lowered. 

Prices of textiles, however, 
showed a slight recovery owing 
to the Government decision to 
cut the allocation of foreign ex- 
change for raw cotton imports 
and the recent movement among 
woolen and spun rayon yarn in- 
erests to retrench their produc- 
tion. 

Prices of bar steel and sheet 
steel even went down below the 
official levels pegged by the na- 
tion’s big three steel makers 
due to restricted purchases by 
makers and hasty sellings by 
the commission house. 

Prices of copper, lead, zinc 


‘and aluminum were also as 


easy as on the overseas mar- 
ket. 

Coal also turned top-heavy 
along with petroleum and gaso- 
line. 

Cement and rubber, however, 


were steady.

Due to the removal of power 
consumption controls output of 
nonmetallic products, iron and 
steel and chemical products

As a whole, the manu- 
facturing industry index was up

TV Leaps Forward 
In the short space ot a little more than four years, 
television has become as much a part of the scene in Japan 


as hot-springs and pachinko. 


More like the former and 


unlike the latter, it is definitely here to stay. 

In the middle of this month the number of registered 
TV sets in the country went over the half-million mark, 
and probably those unregistered would add half as many 


again. 


Considering the number of persons who may use 


one set, it becomes apparent that television viewing has 


reached the state of national pastime. 

Before the end of the year, too, we should see a further 
tremendous spurt. The Postal Services Ministry has decid- 
ed to open up more channels, giving room for 91 more 


transmitting stations. 


Now there are just 16. 


The question is whether the quantitative advance of 
television is being met by an advance in the quality of 
programs. Here we naturally come up against the argu- 
ment that taste is an individual thing and that the public 
will get what it wants in the end. But is there any as- 


surance that it will? 


Plenty of people voice dissatisfaction with the present 
program offerings, saying.that time spent glued to the 
screen is no better spent than playing pachinko. 

With the great increase forthcoming in the number 
of broadcasters, the factor of competition should work to- 


ward a qualitative improvement. 


Without suggesting any 


form of censorship, we must realize that to a certain extent 
the subject matter of television programs is a matter of 
public policy. Thus we welcome the plans for two new 
Tokyo stations, one private and the other operated by 
the Japan Broadcasting Corporation (NHK), that will 
specialize in educational telecasts. 

As an adjutant to the teacher’s efforts, TV in the class- 
rooms can make study a lot more interesting. At the same 
time, however it raises such problems as that expressed 
in the fear of lowering standards to some common 
denominator or putting education on an assembly line basis. 

These problems exist with the entertainment programs 
as well, though. When the majority of the population be- 
comes habituated to watching television, the station opera- 
tors will have attained an important power for pulling 
down or lifting up the nation’s cultural standards. 

The responsibility thus imposed must be impressed 


upon the telecasters. 


In speaking of standards, we should 


emphasize the “s,” for it is patent that everyone does 


not have the same tastes. 


The thing to be deplored is 


standardization and the thing to be encouraged is experi- 


mentation—to reach out for 
to specialized tastes.

We hope the increase in the number of tele- 


casters will mean an increased diversity in the programs 


offered. 


In this way only can Japanese television really 


come into its own, by enriching all our lives, 


Origin of Bossism 
Last week in the suburban city of Fuchu the Board 
of Education received a severe warning from the Justice 
Ministry. The Human Rights Department of the Ministry’s 
Tokyo bureau called upon the school overseers to tighten 


supervision over teachers. 


This action closed the books on three incidents under 
investigation by the government agency for the past several 


months. 
A fifth grade schoolboy, 


engrossed in a comic book 


while the teacher was calling the roll, was hit and then 


tripped to the floor. 


Another teacher was so angered by the behavior of 
his-entire fourth grade class that he lined up the 20 chil- 
dren and slapped them in turn on both cheeks. 

In a junior high school a teacher slugged a student 
for playing in the gymnasium with his shoes on. 

None of these acts of punishment would have caused 
a ripple of reaction in prewar days, when physical dis- 
cipline was an important part of the authoritarian system. 
However, there are laws now that specifically prohibit 
teachers from laying a hand on their pupils. 

Like so many other postwar reforms, there is con- 
siderable doubt about how weli these laws are being en- 
forced. The three cases in Fuchu were investigated be- 
cause the parents complained. Doubtless there are many 
more, in schools throughout the country, that are never 
reported because the parents have not changed their ideas 


to match the new laws. 


The shocking thing revealed in Fuchu, however, is 
that the teachers remain old-fashioned. All three involved 
in these incidents were in their early 20’s. We must under- 
take a serious investigation of the training they received 


for their jobs. 


- There is obviously something lacking in the teachers’ 
understanding of the rudiments of psychology. The 
physical injury they may inflict on the children is, of 


course, hard to forgive. 


But worse than that is the effect 


that such punishment has on the personality of our grow- 
ing citizens. The surviving elements of bossism will never 
be eradicated from our society until such tactics are given 


up._in the classrooms.

However, the resort 
to force is far frém appropriate’ 
because law prohibits National 
Railways workers’ walkout. 
Such tactics, if continued, will 
alienate union locals from the 
leadership, the paper warned, 


in the London disarmament 
talks is a very difficult one— 
that of negotiator for a group of 
governments all with diverse 
opinions among their own peo- 
ple. This is the great advantage 
of Zorin, who speaks for a gov:

Speaking of a Soviet proposal 
for “immediate full-scale reduc- 
tion in the armed forces of the 
major powers,” Macmillan said 
that his Government could not 
agree to that unless it were at 
the same time “assured of 
parallel settlements in the polit- 
ical field”—particularly a_ set- 
tlement which could end on 
Western terms the division of 
Germany. Then at the end of 
his letter, after repeating that 
“great problems still divide us” 
about Germany, about Hungary, 
about the Middle East, Mac- 
millan said in his last paragraph 
that “among the major interna- 
tional questions the one where 
there is most need for progress 
is the field of both conventional 
and nuclear disarmament,” 


What we have here are two 
propositions: the first, that ex- 
tensive reduction in armaments 
cannot be agreed to until there 
are political settlements of the 


great world problems; the sec-_ 


ond, that among all interna- 
tional questions the one where 
there is the most need of prog- 
ress is disarmament. My own 
view is that both propositions 
are true, and that the real, and 
as yet unresolved problem of 
disarmament is to work out an 
allied policy which reconciles 
them, 


All the major Western pow- 
ers are beset by the conflict be- 
tween these two propositions, 
The pract:cal question is how 
to make some progress toward 
disarmament without becoming 
substantially disarmed before 
the great political issues are 
settled. On the whole, the con- 
servatives do not want to go 
far toward disarmament until 
they feel assured that Germany 
will be reunified on the terms 
proposed by the West. British 
Labor and the German Social 
Democrats, on the other hand, 
want to move faster and further 
toward disarmament, and they 
are willing at the same time to 
modify the terms on which

That something, which most 
needs to be done is what, if I 
have understood him correctly, 
the President advocated in yes- 
terday’s press conference. It is 
to work out an agreement with 
reasonable guarantees which 
will be in the nature of a stand- 
still in the race of nuclear ar- 
maments. An agreement to sus- 
pend for a trial period the test- 
ing of nuclear weapons would 
be such a standstill. It would 
not be disarmament. It would 
not be a settlement of the great 
issues that divide the world. 
But it would introduce into a 
competition that is becoming 
wildly irrational the principle 
of reason and the quality of 
good sense.

How Safe Are Reactors

Can the atomic power plants 
now under construction in 
American communities blow up 
and release radioactivity like an 
atomic bomb? 


A public acutely conscious of 
the blast and radiation damage 
inflicted on Hiroshima and Na- 
gasaki-in 1945 apprehensively 
wonders if the civilian atom 
poses a similar threat. 

There is a preliminary an- 
swer to this question in 
thorough-going study prepared 
by scientists at Brookhaven 
(N.Y.) National Laboratory. The 
study was made at the specific 
request of the U.S. Congress. 
It concluded that: 

A reactor plant conceivably 
can blow up, but not like an 
atomic bomb. 

A reactor plant conceivably 
can release radioactive poisons 
into the air if a series of “high- 
ly, unlikely combinations of me- 
chanical and human failures” 
occur in sequence, 

The chances of either of these 
two kinds of accidents happen- 
ing are “exceedingly low’—so 
low some researchers said they 
could not express the odds in 
numbers. 

The Brookhaven scientists 
said the accident odds ranged 
from one in 100,000 to one in 
one billion per year for an in- 
dividual power reactor. 

The reasons for these conclu- 
sions can be best understood 
by comparing the military atom 
with its civilian brother, 

Both an atomic bomb and an 
atomic reactor have cores of 
similar material. Arrangement 
of these cores and their outer 
coverings constitute the essenti- 
al differences. 

The core consists of atoms of 
uranium or a similarly unstable 
material which breaks into two 
when bombarded with small 
atomic “bullets” called neutrons. 
Uranium and its relatives are 
unstable because they are the 
heaviest and “most crowded” 
atomic elements. 

When the atom breaks up— 
this is called splitting or 
fissioning—energy is released as 
well as additional neutron 
bullets. These bullets spray 
the millions of unstable atoms 
in a square inch of uranium. 
Further fissioning takes place 
with similar energy release and 
neutron liberation. 

This is_called chain reaction. 
In the military atom, the 
fissionable material is as 
sembled in a so-called critical 
mass and in such a way that 
chain reaction takes place 
violently with great energy 
release within a millionth of a 
second. 

The chain reaction of the 
civilian atom is controlled by a 
variety of techniques to bring 
the process slowly to a steady 
simmering rather than to an ex- 
plosive blast. ‘ 

The military atom is bare by 
comparison to the civilian atom; 
only the bomb case covers the 
critical mass of an A-bomb. A 
reactor core, however, is sur- 
rounded by thick shielding, usu- 
ally of concrete or lead plates. 

An intricate containment sys- 
tem is designed to prevent 
radiator leaks from the core as 
the chain reaction heats water 
into steam to turn turbines and 
run electric generators. 

The building housing the reac- 
tor itself becomes part of the

below ground level, the earth 
itself provides a safety shield. 

But assume for a moment an 


“unlikely chain of human and 
mechanical errors” occur in 
sequence, What happens then? 

Even then, another AEC 
study shows “nothing like an 
explosion really occurs,” either 
of the atomic bomb type or 
“the explosion of ordinary 
chemical explosives.” 

Nuclear scientists use the 
phrases “reactor runaway,” 
“power excursion” or “power 
surge” to describe these accid- 
ents. 

There have been about seven 
of these runaways in the 15 
years of work with reactors. 
Some were deliberately planned 
to learn about reactor run- 
aways. 

All of these runaways were in 
experimental reactors. Accord- 
ing to the AEC, “More than 100 
reactor years of regular operat- 
ing experience have been ac- 
cumulated without a single per- 
sonal injury and nonsignificant 
deposition of radioactivity out- 
side the plant area.” 

A reactor runaway by itself is 
a threat to the immediate plant 
area and personnel. Assuming, 
however, such a runaway ex- 
poses the reactor core and 
breaks the containment system, 
large amounts of radioactive 
poisons would be released into 
the air downwind from the 
plant. 

The Brookhaven study con- 
sidered the worst possible com- 
binations of plant location, wind 
direction, fission release and 
other factors, and estimated that 
a theoretical 3,400 persons will 
be killed, some 43,000 injured, 
seven billion dollars property 
damage incurred and land con- 
taminated for hundreds of 
square miles. 

People would be killed as far 
as 15 miles away and radiation- 
injured at. distances up to 45 
miles, 

How likely is this? Under the 
worst assumptions, the Brook- 
haven study puts an individual’s 
chances of being killed in a re- 
actor accident in any year at 
50,000,000 to one. 

Present odds of being killed 
in any year in an auto accident 
in the U.S. are 5,000 to one,

VIENNA (AP)—Diplomatic 
observers here suspect a contest 
is developing between Moscow 
and Peiping for ideological con- 
trol of Russia’s East European 
satellites. 

There is no question that 
Moscow can militarily and eco- 
nomically control them. But 
the ideological contest may be 
sharpened by “traveling sales- 
man” tours this summer by Mao 
Tse-tung, the Chinese Commu- 
nist Party chief, and Nikita S. 
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Khrushchev, boss of the Soviet 
Communist Party. The Chinese 
also may send Premier Chou En- 
lai on a European tour for the 
second straight year, 


The possibility of a contest 
has been developing for some 
time. Mao, according to diplo- 
mats here, . has _ increasingly 
been pushing for the high priest 
position in international com- 
munism. This is especially so 
since Khrushchev tried to de- 
molish Stalin and thereby also 
tarnished the reputation of him- 
self and other Soviet heirs of 
Stalin. 

Now it has been announced 
that Mao is to visit Poland this 
summer and there may continue 
to encourage the Wladyslaw 
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Gomulka leadership to take an 


independent course from Mos- 
cow. 


And a Hungarian Foreign 
Ministry spokesman says his 
Government would like to see 
Mao come to Budapest. The 
spokesman said: “Our people 
and Government would be high- 
ly honored if Mao Tse-tung 
found time to visit us, too, on 
his European tour.”
